Alarmed hy the firing, Mrs. Harris 


ran from the house, a short distance 
away, and started toward her hus- 
band. 
Mink drew a revolver, as she 


approached and fired one shot, miss- 
ing her. Then he ran across the field, 
and disappeared in the woods near by. 


A search was started for Mink, and 


a number of persons went to his home. 
Forcing an entrance, they descovered
